She described the objects as bein: oval in shape, avout 

the size of a dinner nlate, olive drab in color, anù of metallic construc 

tion, ‘They left no exhaust trail, They made no sound, Taey had no wings, 

no appendages, appeared to be smooth, had no noticable effect on the clouds, 

and no visible means of propulsion, During the period of observation, she saw one

employed as a CAA maintenance technician., lir. TE that at 
1300 or 1400 hours, 23 June 1949, while employed at the Mlenath Falls 
Airport, Klamath Falls, Ore., he was notified by a Mr. that a 
number of unidentified objects were visible in the sky. Mr. ADAS t'ten 
went up on the roof of the communications building cnd observed several 
tiny objects in the sky. ‘These objects did not appear to fly in eny 
formation, and changed direction rather ranidly. They were sighted 
approximately 70 degrees above the horizon at an extreme altitude. 
Their color was white and at times they appeared to be transparent. 
They were only pin-point in size and their shape wos not deternined 
They changed flight rather often and rapidly, and their flisht enr ared 
to be erratic. Mo exhoust or sound was apparent and the, annesred to 
be flying under hish clouds. Their means of support, lights, and metho 
of propulsion were undetermined because of their altitude and size. 
Their speed wes not determined but arreared to vary. They traveled with 
some velocity at times. After having observed ther for a few minutes, 
they anneared to fade from view and disepneared. Mr. &pveared 

to be an intellizent person. He completed a course ina reraft ident- 
ification in the Armed Forces curing te war. Fr. Wee vee glasses 
with correction of -3 for the richt eve and -3.5 for the left eye. ‘iis 
hobbies are amateur radios and photography. 
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
